Speaking ef the killing of Lewis 
Larson at Aitkin 
last week, of 
which t h e D i s p a t c h made mention, 
tha Age of that place says: 
Lewis Larson, a Swecd about 25 
or 30 years of age who has been in 
the employ of the government at 
the Winnebegoshish dam for some 
time, came down to Aitkin about 
three 
weeks ago 
with $100 of 
money with him. 
About three 
days were sufficient for him to 
squander or lose it, and since then 
he lias subsisted as best lie could, 
having no regular employment but 
doing a few days work here and 
there until Saturday last (25th), 
when he found work at the section 
a short way east of town. 
He w as 
last seen alive on Sunday night 
about half past ten, very drunk 
and starting for the section house. 
The night was extremely dark, and 
whether Larson lay drunk on the 
track or was on his way to the sec­ 
tion house w’hen the fatal train 
struck him will never be known.— 
The engineer and 
fireman both 
protest the impossibility of his be­ 
ing on his feet, and it is almost in­ 
credible that such could be the 
case and they not see him. 
The 
fireman however saw, he says, some 
dark substance upon the track be­ 
tween the rails which lie supposed 
to be a lump of coal, lying very 
near the spot where Larson was 
killed, and which fact he repeated 
to his engineer who took a torch, 
after lie had pulled up at the plat­ 
form, and examined his engine to 
see what, if anything, he had 
struck, but found nothing. 
The 
fact was further developed by four 
competent witnesses that certify 
to the fact that contrary to the 
statement of the engineer; he ap­ 
proached the station at a trenien- 
dious rate of speed, and it is not 
probable that the fireman had time 
to determine what he had seen un­ 
til they were upon it. 
The verdict 
of the coroner’s jury given in full 
below very justly censures them for 
approaching a station at so high a 
rate of speed and for carelessness 
in not keeping a more vigilant 
watch. 
The 
engineers and fire­ 
men of two other later trains are 
also censured in deserving terms 
for passing over a human body at 
a point so near a station, where 
they are supposed to lie under a 
moderate rate of speed without see­ 
ing or reporting tlie fact. 
The 
words “ criminal carlessness” are 
weli timed and fitly chosen when 
applied to those in charge of the 
engine which did the killing. 
Men 
who have run through this village 
for years and who are well aware 
of its location and that men are 
passing and repassing ahead of 
their trains every night as they ap­ 
proach the station, to the large 
hotel not twenty teet south of the 
track, have no business to run at a 
lightning speed clear up to the 
platform. 
Had they properly slow­ 
ed up before crossing the bridge 
and run only moderately into the 
station, keeping a more yigilent 
watch, there can be but little doubt 
that Larson would have been seen 
at least, and perhaps saved.

THE BANDITS TRIAL. 


Frank Jams3 Takes the Stand in 
His Own Behalf. 


L o n d o n , Aug. 30.—The latest ad v ice s from 
B atavia, the capital of Jav a, sh o w th at the 
volcanic eruptions in th a t island are much 
more serious than a t first indicated. 
Tho 
disturbances t>egan on the island of K rakatoa 
in the strait o f Sunda, about fifteen miles off 
the coast of Java. 
The deep rum bliugs were 
distinctly audible at Surallerta and Batavia, 
about 
forty-five 
and 
tw enty-tw o miles 
off respectively. 
L ittle 
alarm 
was 
felt 
a t first, but w ithin 
a few hours show 
era 
of stones 
began to fall a t Jogja 
kesta, Sourbaya, and Sam arang. All through 
the night showers of red-hot rocks and ashes 
fell, m aking com plete darkness in all these 
towns. 
In B atavia there was an occasional 
fall, and it was difficult to keep the str»*et 
lights burning in the European quarter. 
P.y 
the next m orning all com m unication with 
A njier was cut off, all the bridges having 
been destroyed by the descending rocks and 
ashes and the road rendered im p a ssa b le. 
The eruptions began S aturday night. 
The 
next m orning the disturbances had extended 
beneath the strait, the w aters of which were 
soon boiling and hissing. 
Even as far away 
as M adura furious waves were lashed into 
m ountains of foam. 
The rum bliugs became 
more distinct, and by noon M aha Memx and 
Gunung 
G unter, 
the largest 
volcanoes 
in 
the 
world, 
were 
belching 
forth 
flames. 
Soon more than a third of the 
volcanoes on the Island were in active em p 
tion. 
About dusk Gunung G unter began 
belching forth enorm ous stream s of white 
acid sulphurous rnud and Lava. 
Enormous 
fragm ents of cinders were hurled high in the 
air, and carried death and destruction upon 
the villages below. 
Fifteen huge w ater­ 
spouts were form ed in the sea, and have 
l*e*»n causing great dam age ever since. 
Men, women aud children rushed from 
their dwellings, but hundreds were unable to 
get out before their houses fell aud were 
buried beneath great masses of rocks and 
mud, which were soon piled upon the build­ 
ings. 
In the m eantim e huge boulders a t red 
or white heat were hurled from G unung’s 
crater with terrific force, and after going 
hundreds of feet would fall with a w hirr, 
crushing thatched roofs and killing the na­ 
tives. 
Fissure after fissure noon npj*«-nred in 
the m ountain, w hile soon iu the valleys huge 
chasms yawned. 
The forests iu the northern part of the 
island were soon fired by the rod hot vom it­ 
ings from the craters, and the giants of the 
woods fell like sheaves of wheat. 
As the 
eruptions increased the waters of the sea 
were driven w ith aw ful force up the steep, 
rocky inclines, reaching the lava flow, cool­ 
ing it, and f. rm ing masses of black, bright 
rod, purpl©, and brown. 
The waves also 
cam e over the m arshy plain, engulfing the 
ham lets of the fishermen and sweeping aw ay 
everjT vestige of hum anity. 
A t the entrance to B atavia there was a 
large group of houses extending along the 
shore, occupied by Chinamen. 
This portion 
of the city was entirely swept away. 
There 
wane 25,000 Chinam en living in this section, 
and it is estim ated th a t not more than 59**0 
escaj>ed with their lives. 
Of 3,500 Europeans and Americans in B a­ 
tavia, perhaps NW perished. 
At A njier the 
European and Am erican quarter was first 
overwhelm ed by rocks, mud. and lava frem 
the crater, ami tnen w ater cam e tip and swal­ 
lowed the rivers, leaving nothing to m ark 
the site, and causing kiss somewhere in the 
neighborhood of two hundred lives. 
At 
least 1,500 people were drow ned in Anjier. 
Tlie island of Serang, just off the coast, 
was completely inundated, and not a soul re­ 
m ains in it to ♦“11 the tale of the disaster. 
At Cherribon the loss of life and property by 
the falling of the rocks an 1 tlie flow of lava 
m ust have been enormous. 
Other islands 
suffered seriously. 
The loss 
of 
life 
frem 
various ele­ 
ments of the terrible dssturl>aiices 
m ust 
be fully 75,000, bat the num ber of those who 
perished can never, of coui-se, be approxi­ 
mated. 
A violent shock occurred iu the 
island of S um atra M onday afternoon, aud it 
was feared that other violent d istu rb u <•<•* 
m ight occur. 
Middle Island, ten miles off 
the Japanese coast, and h a lfw a y 1«-tween 
extrem e points of Ja v a and Sum atra, was 
almost wholly engulphed in the seas. 
The 
small island of KingkH, prelwibly originally 
only a cotie blown up by an eruptive parox 
yism, has entirely di*ap|>eared. 
It was unin 
habited. 
London, S ep t 1.—R eports from B atavia 
received are of a more encouraging nature, 
although details of the horrors of the eru p ­ 
tion continue to come. 
A fter the sudden 
sulisidence of the disturliances in the king­ 
dom of 
Bantam M onday, the 
eruptions 
see m ol 
to 
lose 
their 
force 
for 
a 
time, 
and 
the 
people 
of 
Rata via 
?xporienced a feeling of relief 
in 
tho 
hoj*» th at the worst had pass© I. 
Th<* quieter 
conditions continued until alxjut 10 o'clock, 
when the craters once m ore began to s«*n I 
up great masses of destructive m atter, a l­ 
though w ithout the force of the form er ac­ 
tions. 
The eruptions seem t<> le more violent 
at night than during the da}'. 
By 11 o’clock 
the Papandnvang. which is 7,034 f©>t high, 
was in a very actico state of paroxysm al 
eruption. 
It was accompanied by detona­ 
tions 
said to have Ix-eu 
heard 
m any 
miles 
aw ay 
in 
Sum atra. 
Three 
dis­ 
tinct columns 
of 
flame 
were 
seen 
to 
rise from 
the m ountain 
to 
vast 
hight, 
and its whole surface soon appeared as if 
covered w ith fiery lava stream s, which spread 
to great distances on all sides. 
Stones fell 
for miles around, and the black, fragm en­ 
tary m atter carried into the air roused total 
darkness. 
A whirlw ind accom panied this 
eruption, by which houses, roofs, trees, and 
men and horses were carried into the air.* 
The quantity of ashes ejected was <uch as to 
cover the ground and rooms of houses at 
Denamo to the depth of several inches. 
Off 
Point Cany the 
floating 
jmmice on th<» 
sen 
form ed 
a 
layer 
tw o 
feet 
thick, 
through which vessels forced their way with 
great difficulty. 
The rise of vapor produced 
the appearance of a column several thousand 
feet high, based on tho edge of the crater 
It 
appeared from a distance to consist of n mass 
of innum erable globular clouds of extrem e 
whiteness, resem bling vast balls of cotton, 
rolling one over the other ns they ascended, 
impelled by the pressure of fresh supplies, in 
cessnntly urged upw ard by' the continued ex ­ 
plosions. 
At a great height the column di­ 
lated horizontally and spread into n dark and 
turbid circular cloud, shaped likeun immense 
umbrella. 
Forked lightning of great vivid 
ness and beauty continually darf.sl from dif­ 
ferent. parts of the cloud. 
Suddenly the srene was changed. 
'J’be 
m ountain was spue into seven parts without 
a m om ent’s w arning, und w here Papanday 
ang had stood alone there were now seven 
distinct j**ak* looming up to a great height. 
In the seams opened could 1*> seen great hall* 
of molten m atter. 
From the fissures i*>ured 
clouds of steam , and tho black ejected lapilld 


nowed in steady sti earns and ran slowly oow r 
the mountain-sides, 
form ing beds two or 
three hundred feet in extent. 
Exhalations 
of carbonic acid gas were so abundant th at 
birds and anim als in large num bers were 
killed by it, and a few hum an beings lost their 
lives in the same way. 
This proved to l»e tho turning point in tho 
eruption, for the great fissures opened seemed 
to act as safety valves, through which the 
stream s of lava gently flowed down into tho 
valleys. 
The volcanic fires, 
though 
still 
burning at last advices, had lost most of their 
fierceness, and the steam generated found 
vent w ithout being forced through the com ­ 
paratively narrow m onths of the old craters. 
One of the queer incidents w’as the sudden 
rising during Tuesday forenoon of fourteen 
new volcanic m ountains in the Straits of 
Suuda, form ing a complete chain in alm ost a 
strait hue Ijetween Point St. Nicholas, on 
the Javanese coast, and Hoga Point, on the 
coast of L um atra, alm ost on tha toj>s of 
w hat bail been the M erak and Middle isl­ 
ands, which sank into the sea M onday.

last week, of 
which the D ispatch made mention, 
th® Agr of that place says: 
Lewis Larson, a Sweed about Jo 
or 30 years of age who has been in 
the employ of the government at 
the Winnebegoshish dam for some 
time, came down to Aitkin about 
three weeks ago 
with $100 of 
motley with him. 
About three 
days were sufficient for ii im to 
squander or lose it, and since then 
he has subsisted as best he could, 
having no regular employment but 
doing a few days work here and 
there until Saturday last (25th), 
when lie found work at tile section 
a short way east of town. 
He was 
last seen alive on Sunday night 
about half past ten, very drunk 
and starting for the section house. 
The night was extremely dark, and 
whether Larson lay drunk on the 
tracker was on his way to the sec­ 
tion house when the fatal train 
struck him will never be known.— 
The engineer and 
fireman both 
protest the impossibility of his be­ 
ing on his feet, and it is almost in ­ 
credible that such could be the 
case and they not see him. 
The 
fireman however saw, he says, some 
dark substance upon the track be­ 
tween the rails which he supposed 
to be a lump of coal, lying very 
near the spot where Larson was 
killed, and which fact he repeated 
to his engineer who took a torch, 
after he had pulled up at the plat­ 
form, and examined Iris engine to 
see 
what, if anything, lie had 
struck, but found nothing. 
The 
fact was further developed by tour 
competent witnesses that certify 
to the fact that contrary to the 
statement of the engineer: lie ap­ 
proached the station at a tivmen- 
dious rate of speed, and it is not 
probable that the fireman had time 
to determine what he had seen un­ 
til they were upon it. 
The verdic t 
of the coroner's jury given iii full 
below very justly censures them for 
approaching a station at so high a 
rate of sj»eed and for carelessness 
in not keeping a more vigilant 
watch.

—The latest advices from 
Batavia, the capital of Java, show- that the 
volcanic eruptions in th at island are much 
more serious than a t first indicated. 
Tho 
disturbances tiegan on the island of K rakatoa 
in the strait of Sunda, about fifteen miles off 
the coast of Java. 
The deep rumblings were 
distinctly audible at Surallerta and Batavia, 
about 
forty-five 
and 
twenty-two miles 
off respectively. 
Little 
alarm 
was 
felt 
a t first, but within 
a few hours show­ 
ers 
of stones 
began to fall a t J ogja 
' kesta, Sourbaya, and Sa ma rang. All through 
/ the night showers of red-hot rocks and ashes 
fell, m aking complete darkness in all these 
towns. 
In B atavia there was an occasional 
fall, and it was difficult to keep the strret 
lights burning in the European quarter. 
By 
the next m orning all communication with 
A njier was cut off, all the bridges having 
been destroyed by the descending rocks and 
ashes and the road rendered impassable. 
The eruptions began Saturday n ight 
The 
next m orning the disturbances hud extended 
beneath the strait, the waters of which were 
soon boiling and hissing. 
Even as far away 
as M adura furious waves were lashed into 
mountains of foam. 
The rum blings became 
more distinct, and by noon Maha Merux and 
Gunung 
Gunter, 
the largest 
volcan*** 
in 
the 
world, 
were 
belching 
forth 
flames. 
Soon more than a third of the 
volcanoes on the island were in active erup­ 
tion. 
About dusk Gunung Gunter began 
belching forth enormous stream s of white 
acid sulphurous mud and Lava. 
Enormous 
fragm ents of cinders were hurled high iii the 
air, and carried death and destruction upon 
the villages below. 
Fifteen huge w ater­ 
spouts were formed in the sea, and have 
l«een causing great dam age ever since. 
Men, women aud children rushed from 
their dwellings, but hundreds were unable to 
get out before their houses fell and wore 
buried beneath great masses of rocks and 
mud, which were soon piled upon the build­ 
ings. 
In the meantime huge boulders a t red 
or white beat were burled from Gunung’s 
crater with terrific f.mre, and after going 
hundreds of feet would fall with a whirr, 
crushing thatched loofs and killing the na­ 
tives. 
Fissure after fissure s*xm npj (eared in 
the m ountain, while soon in the valley* huge 
chasms yawned. 
The forest*; in the northern part of tho 
island were s»x»n fire*I by the red hot vom it­ 
ings from tho craters, and the giants of the 
woods fell like sheaves of wheat, 
As th* 
eruptions increased the waters of the sea 
were driven with awful force up the steep, 
rocky inclines, reaching the lava flow, cool­ 
ing it, and f rm iug masses of black, bright 
red, purple, and brown. 
The waves also 
came over the marshy plain, engulfing the 
ham lets of the fishermen and sweeping away 
every vestige of hum anity. 
A t the entrance to B atavia there was a 
large group of houses extending along the 
shore, occupied by Chinamen. 
This jortion 
of the city was entirely swept away. 
There 
were 25,000 Chinamen living in this section, 
and it is estimate*I th at not more than 5,000 
esraj*ed with thvnr lives.
